OF THE 


HOLY SCRIPTURES. 


HE word SCRIPTURE fig- 
| nifies Writing, and generally ftands 

for the ſacred books of the Old and 
New Teſtament written by holy men as they 
were inſpired, inſtructed and enabled by the 
Holy Ghoſt. They are called the Scriptures 
by way of eminency and diſtinction, becauſe 
they far excel all other writings. 2 Tim. iii. 
16. All ſcripture is given by inſpiration 
„of God, and is profitable for doctrine,“ 
to declare and confirm the truth; for re- 
« proof,” to convince of fin and confute 
errors; “ for correction,“ to reform the life; 
« and for inſtruction in righteouſneſs ;” that 
is, to teach us to make a farther progreſs in 
the way to holineſs and happineſs in heaven; 
or to inſtruct in the true Righteouſneſs of 
Jeſus Chriſt, in which we may appear with 
comfort before God. 

The Scriptures are often called, The Bible, 
that is, The Book, hy way of eminency, as 
being the beſt book in the world, and far ex- 
celling all other books: For the Scriptures 
are a revelation from God, and contain his 
Whole will neceſſary to be known for our 
ſalvation: And they will be in the higheſt 

a 3 eſteem, 
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eſteem, and be read and ſtudied by all the true 
members of the church of God, whoſe faith, 
hope and comfort are taken from theſe divine 
Oracles. No book but this brings ſuch glory 


to God, or hath ſuch an efficacy in convert- 


ing the ſoul, Pſalm xix. 7. 

The holy ſcripture is divided into two 
books which are commonly called, The Old 
and New Teſtament, or The Old and New 
Covenant: The Old Teſtament was the old 
diſpenſation of the Covenant of grace by 
types and ſacrifices which repreſented he 
coming of the Meſſiah, who was the promiſed 
ſeed of the woman, and afterwards foretold 
to be of the family of Abraham, and of the 
tribe of judah, and of the ſeed of David. 
The New Teſtament, or the Goſpel, is the 


new diſpenſation of the Covenant of Grace, 


which fully ſhews the promiſed Meſſiah to 
be come, and to have publiſhed his goſpel, 
to have died, and to have riſen again, and to 
have aſcended up into heaven to plead that 
his atonement may be accepted as a propi- 
tiation ſor all true believers. 

There is no hiſtory in the world ſo ancient 
as the Bible, nor is there any that gives ſo 
early an account of things. The Old Teſ- 


tament begins at the creation of the world, 


and acquaints us that Adam and Eve were the 
| firſt man and woman God made, and that 
he created them both in his owa likeneſs, 
in a holy and happy ſtate, which is called 
The Rate of innocence, It informs 1 of 
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their fin againſt God in eating the forbidden 
fruit, and of their being driven out of para- 
diſe, and of the miſerableſtate that fin brought 
man into, he having broken covenant with 
God, and being expoſed to that dreadful 
threatning, „In the day thou eateſt thereof 
s thou ſhalt ſurely die.“ 

The ſcripture informs us, that after the fall 
or ſin of Adam God was pleaſed to give him 
a gracious promiſe of a Meſſiah or Redeemer, 
« That the ſeed of the woman ſhould bruiſe 
« the ſerpent's head,” that is, that Jeſus 
Chriſt, who was to aſſume the human nature 
in the fulneſs of time, ſhould deſtroy the 
power and wicked works of the devil. 

The religion of man after the fall was all 
the duties of the light of nature, which were 
required before: And beſides theſe he was 
now called to repentance, faith or truſt in 
the mercy of God, and expectation of the pro- 
miſed Saviour, and offering of ſacrifices, This 
is called the Adamitical diſpenſation, and it 
reached to Noah's flood, which was about 
1656 years after the creation of the world. 

The ſcripture tells us that mankind had 
provoked God by their fins, which were ex- 
ceeding great, and that the world was de- 
ſtroyed by a flood for their multiplied ini- 
quities. Noah was faved in an ark or great 
ſhip or veſſel, which God taught him to build, 
and all his family were with him, and ſome 
living creatures of every kind. 
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The religion of Noah was the ſame with 
that of Adam after his fall, with fome few 
additions. 'The offering of ſacrifices was to 
be continued. Fleſh was given to man for 
food, as herbs were before. Blood was for- 
bidden to be eaten, the blood of man was ex- 
preſly forbid to be ſhed, and murder was to 
be puniſhed with death, Gen. ix. 2, 3, 4, 5 6. 


And this was the Noachical diſpenſation of 


the covenant of grace. 

After the flood mankind did not freely di- 
vide themſelves into ſeveral nations; but be- 
ing all of one language, they built a chief 
city with a tower, that all men might be join- 
ed in one nation or kingdom. But God ſcat- 
tered them abroad into different nations, by 


making them ſpeak different languages, and 


then they ceaſed to build their tower, which 
was called Babel or Confuſion. It is ſuppol- 
ed that the true religion was chiefly preſerv- 
ed in the family of Shem, for God is call- 


« ed the Lord God of Shem, Gen. ix. 26. 


The moſt religious and moſt famous man 
of Shem's poſterity in theſe early ages was 
Abraham the ſon of Terah, of the poſterity 
of Eber: He left his own native country to 


o whereſoever God pleaſed : He came firſt 
rom Chaldea, and then to Haran, and by the 


command of God went to dwell among fan- 
gers in the land of Canaan. 
Sodom became very wicked, and it was de- 


ſtroyed by fire and brimſtone from heaven. 


together with Gomorrah and other cities be- 
| cauſe 


* 
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cauſe of the abominable wickedneſs of their 
' inhabitants. Abraham pleaded with God 
; to ſpare Sodom, and he would have done 
Its Lad there been ten righteous men in all 
dhe city. Lot was grieved for the wicked 
! converſation of Sodom, and he and his two 
| daughters were ſaved: But his wife —_ 
back and hankering after Sodom, was ſtruc 
dead immediately, and ſhe ſtood like a pillar 
| of ſalt. 
Abraham had two ſons, Iſhmael by Ha- 
gar, and Iſaac by Sarah his wife. Iſaac was 
born according to the promiſe of God when 
they were both grown old. Iſaac feared the 
| (zod of his father Abraham, and his father 
ſent afar, and took a wife for him, even Re- 
becca out of his own family in Meſopotamia, 
becauſe he was unwilling he ſhould marry 
among the wicked Canaanites, whom God 
had doomed to deſtruftion. Abraham's death 
was in the year of the world 2123. 
| Ifaac had by Rebecca two ſons, Efau and 
' Jacob. Eſau fold his birthright for a meſs of 
potage when he was faint with hunting : 
And Jacob by his mother's contrivance ob- 
tained his father's bleſſing. Jacob was called 
| Iſrael becauſe he prayed and prevailed with. 
! God for a bleſſing. Jacob had twelve ſons, and 
| the moſt famous of them in ſacred hiſtory 
[ were Levi, Judah, and Joſeph. The prieſt- 
| hood in following times was committed to 
Levi's family, The kingdom and govern- 
ment 


* 
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ment in future ages were promiſed chiefly to 


Judah's family. 
Joſeph's brethren hated him, and he was 


ſold for a ſlave in Egypt, where he became a 


ruler of the land. His brethren envied him 


becauſe his father loved him and made him a - 


coat of many colours, and becauſe Joſeph 
dreamed that they ſhould bow down to him. 


By a falſe accuſation Joſeph was caſt into pri- 
ſon, and he interpreted the dreams of ſome of 


his fellow-priſoners, and when the interpreta- 


tion proved true, then he was ſent for to court 
to interpret the king's dream aboutzthe ſeven 


years of plenty and ſeven years of famine. 


In the famine Joſeph's brethren came to 


buy corn in Egypt, and bowed down to him 
according to his dreams; but he treated 


them roughly at firſt, as a great lord and a 


ſtranger, till their conſcience ſmote them for 


their former cruelty to him: But afterwards - 


he made himſelf known to them with much 
affection and tenderneſs. And he manifeſted 


his forgiveneſs of them, for he ſent for his 
father, and bid his children bring all their fa- 
milies into Egypt, and he maintained them - 
all during the famine. Jacob and Joſeph 


died in Egypt, but according to their deſire 


their bodies were carried up and buried in the 
land of Canaan, in faith of the promile that 


their ſeed ſhould poſſeſs that land. 

The Iſraelites were afterwards made ſlaves 
in Egypt, and a new king who knew not Jo- 
ſeph ſorely oppreſſed them, and DN 
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ed to deſtroy them: But God heard their cry. 
and delivered them by the hand of Moſes and 
Aaron. Upon Pharach's refuſal to let the 
people of Iſrael go, they brought ten plagues 
upon the king and upon all the land by the 
authority and power of Gd. 

At laſt Pharaoh releaſed the Iſraelites, and 
the number of them that went out of Egypt 
were {ix hundred thouſand men beſides chil- 
dren, and all went on foot. When they were 
in diſtreſs with the Red-Sea before them and 
Pharaoh's army behind them, they cried un- 
to God; whereon Moſes bid them ** Stand 
« ftjll, and fee the falvation of the Lord.” 
'Then at the command of God, Moſes ſtruck 
the ſea with his rod, and divided the waters. 
aſunder; and the children of Iſrael went. 
through upon dry land. And the Egyptians» 
following, the waters returned upon them 
and they were drowned. This was about 
the year of the world 2453. | 

The Ifraclites went whereſoever God guid- 
ed them by the pillar of cloud and the pillar 
of fire. At every new difficulty when they. 
wanted meat or water, or met with enemies, 
they fell a murmuring againſt God and Mo- 
ſes: And they wandered forty years in the 
wilderneſs for their ſins, before they came to 
the place God promiſed them. 

While in the wilderneſs about three 
months after their coming out of Egypt, 
God wrote with his own hand the ten com- 
mandments in two tables of ſtone, and r 
them

them to Moſes. The four firſt command- 
ments contained their duty to God, and the 
fix laſt their duty towards men. Theſe ten 
commandments are called the Moral Law, 
and relate to their behaviour as men: And 
almoſt every thing contained in them is 
taught by the light of nature, and obliges all 
mankind. But the great end of the Jewiſh 
Ceremonies was to be emblems or types of 
Chriſt and his goſpel. 

The ſeripture gives an account of God's 
bringing the Iſraelites into the land of Canaan, 
under the miniſtration of Joſhua, their go- 
vernment by Judges feveral hundred years ; 
and after that there is a narrative of their firſt 
four kings, namely, Saul, David, Solomon 
and Rehoboam. In Rehoboam's days the 
nation was divided into two kingdoms, which 
were called the kingdom of Iſrael and the 
kingdom of Judah. There are alſo particu- 
lar records of the government of theſe two 
diſtinct kingdoms under a long ſucceſſion of 
their own kings, till they were both carried 
into captivity , the kings of Aſſyria. 

After this the ſacred hiſtory relates the re- 
turn of many of them into their own land, 
and the rebuilding the city of Jeruſalem. and 
the temple of God, and the ſettlement of the 
affairs of church and ſtate by Ezra and Ne- 
hemiah, which is the end of the hiſtorical 
part of the Old Teſtament. | 

There is alſo a large and particular narra- 


tive of the lives or tranſactions of ſome ex- 


traor- 
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traordinary perſons, ſeveral of which are 
much inter woven with the ſeries of the hiſtory: 
But there are others which ſeem to ſtand ſe- 
parate and diſtinct, ſuch are the affairs relat- 
ing to Job a rich man in the eaſt, Jonah a 


ve uy in Iſrael, and Eſther the quecn of 


era... 
We have an account of the ſeveral pro- 
phets and meſſengers which were ſent from 


God on ſpecial occaſions to reveal his mind 


and will to men: We have the writings of 
ſixteen prophets, that is, of four greater, and 
twelve leſſer prophets. The four great pro- 
phets are Iſaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel and Da- 
niel. The twelve leſſer prophets are Hoſea, 
Joel, Amos, Obadiah, Jonab, Micah, Nahum, 
Habakkuk, Zephaniah, Haggai, Zechariah, 
and Malachi the laſt prophet: Malachi pro- 
pheſied about 429 years before the coming of 
Chriſt, who aſſumed our nature about 4000 
years after the creation of the world. God 


himſelf and his prophets, throughout all ages, 


foretold his coming as ſome great Deliverer, 
as the Meſſiah or Anointed of God. 


THE chief ſubjects of the hiſtory of the 


New Teſtament are our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 


the great Redeemer and glorious Saviour; 


John the baptiſt, who was his forerunner ; 


and the apoſtles, who were his followers. 
The great Meſſiah was born at Bethlehem 
of the tribe of Judah according to the pre- 
dictions and propheſies of him in 2 7 
4 Ella» 
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Teſtament: John the Baptiſt was his fore 
runner, who preached the doctrine of repen 
tance and forgiveneſs of ſins, and directed the 
people to Jefus Chriſt the Meſſiah and Sa- 
viour, © the Lamb of God who takes away 
* the ſin of the world.” 

Jeſus Chriſt, the eternal Son of God, veiled 
His divine Glory and became man, was born 
of Mary, who was a virgin, according to the 
propheſy of Iſaiah. Jelns, being about thir- 
ty years of age began his miniſtry, and ap- 
peared with the marks of a divine commiſ- 
ſion, and the characters of the Meſſiah upon 
him. Ke healed the fick, he raiſed the dead, 
he preached the glad tidings of forgiveneſs of 
fin and ſalvation to the poor, and received ſe- 
veral teſtimonies from heaven. After he had 
preached his goſpel about three years and an 
half, he was betrayed by Judas, and ſuffered 
the death of the croſs, and roſe again accord- 
ing to the ſcriptures. 

Jeſus, after his reſurrection, apptared to 
his apoſtles, and continued on earth about 
forty days, and gave farther inſtructions in the 
great things of the goſpel. He appointed 
his diſciples to meet him in Galilee; he told 
. them that all power in heaven and in earth 
was given into his hands; he gave them their 
commiſſion to preach the goſpel to all nations, 
and promiſed his preſence with them, and a 
power to work miracles for the vindication 
of their doctrine. He commanded his apoſ- 
tles to tarry at Jeruſalem till the promiſed 

Spirit 
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-Spirit ſhould fall upon them. And on the 


day of pentecoſt, which was ten days after 
the aſcenſion of Chriſt, the Spirit of God 


-was ſent down upon them, and upon their 


preaching of the reſurrection and exaltation 
of Chriſt, three thouſand ſouls believed, and 


were added to the diſciples of Chriſt, and 
-baptiſed on that day. 


This was the proper beginning of the 


Chriſtian or Goſpel diſpenſation, the king- 


dom of Chriſt being ſet up in the world in 


its glory at the pouring down of the Spirit 


after his reſurrection, and his exaltation to 


the government of the world and the church. 
The diſpenſation during the life of Chriſt, 
was a Medium between the Jewiſh and Chriſ- 
tian Diſpenſations. 


The apoſtles, after Chriſt's aſcenſion, pub- 


liſhed the goſpel he had preached, namely, 
pardon of fin and everlaſting life to thoſe that 


repent and believe in him, whether Jews or 


Gentiles, and pronounced the puniſhments of 
hell upon the impenitent and unbelieving. 


The apoſtles in their epiſtles to the Chriſtian 

* often mention the great article of 
the goſpel, the redemption by Chriſt's death, 
and the atonement made for fin by his ſuf- 
ferings, and it ſhines every where through 


the epiſtles of St. Paul. 


In the goſpels as well as epiſtles faith or 
believing in Jeſus Chriſt is required as the 
way and method of being a partaker of 
the bleſſings of ſalvation, for vw 

| aith 
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faith there is no falvation according to 
the goſpel. This faith unites the ſoul to 
Chriſt, and makes the believer a member 
of Chriſt's myſtical body: Faith is wrought 
in the ſoul by the Spirit of God, who con- 
vinces him of the evil and danger of ſin 
which makes him obnoxious to the law 
of God; and ſeeing no other way of help, he 
applies to Chriſt to be his prophet, prieſt and 
king, and receives him as propoſed in the 
goſpel, truſts and relies upon him and his righ- 
teouſneſs for pardon and ſalvation: And where 
this Faith is, it is attended with Repentance and 


Holineſs, which give a meetneſs for heaven; 


and a true Faith in Jeſus Chriſt and his righte- 
ouſneſs may be ſaid to intitle the believer to 
the heavenly kingdom. If any man be in 
« Chriſt, he is a New Creature.” Juſtifica- 
tion and ſanctification are bleſſings connected 
together and graciouſly beſtowed upon one 
and the ſame perſon. 

The New Teſtament is the laſt diſpenſa- 
tion of the Covenant of Grace, and it may 
be called New, becauſe it is never to wax old 
or be aboliſhed; and this is evident, becauſe 
it concludes with a promiſe of Chriſt's ſecond 
coming at the end of the world. Rev. xxii. 
20. © Surely I come quickly. Amen. Even fo, 
% come Lord Jeſus. The grace of our Lord 
« Jeſus Chriſt be with us all.” Amen,
